School Squabbling! 


Now that the already publicly dis- 
credited opposition on the school board 
hes labored and brought forth its 
anemic, squeaky little mouse, perhaps 


we can get on with the business of 


opening the schools and educating the 
children. 

There has been a lot of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing. There have 
-been one or two affidavits, also signi- 
fying nothing. It is evident that sev- 
eral board members, one a lame duck, 
no longer have any perspectives save 
those of anger and a seeming desire to 
pul) down the pillars if they can’t have 
their own way. 

All they have accomplished is to 
make it obvious that, while technically 
school teachers had best not be in poli- 
tics, it is almost necessary they be if 
we are to have a school system. 

In the operation of any agency, it is, 
of course, impossible to divorce polities 
completely. However, as far as pos- 
sible our educational system should be 
free of petty political squabbles and 
partisan interference. 

The policy-making board is making 
a spectacle of itself. The parents of 
school children are weary of it. The 
series of charges and countercharges 
are remindful of small boys saying 
“You’re another” and “You’re a double 
one.” 

The Atlanta schools are “e no means 
perfect. 

We can think of a number of things 
not perfect. and some changes which 
should be made. 

But while the schools are not per- 
fect and improvements need to be made, 
the indisputable fact is we are making 
continuous progress. We are confident 
it will continue. 

We believe our position is that of 
the public—namely, that some of the 
antics of board members have made it 
necessary to have confidence in some- 
one. 

More than ‘ever, Miss Ira Jarrell 
emerges as the person who’ has most 
earned. that. confidence. 

The city’s schools are abolt to open. 
The enrollment will be the greatest in 
history. The need for clear, forthright 
attacks on school problems and for 
unity in working out their solutions 
Was never more important. 

Let’s have done with the squabbles 
and get on with education. 


Let County Almshouse 
Stay Where It Is 


The proposal by Northside citizens 
‘that the county home for old people 
be moved from Chastain Memorial 
Park to another location appears to be 
off-base for a number of reasons. 

It is difficult to see how a better 
site could be found than the present 
location. Unless the petitioners have a 
more suitable spot in mind and can 
pay for it, they had best forget the 
whole thing. 

In the first place, the present home 
is- comparatively secluded in a quiet 
public park area. It interferes with no 
one and no other activities. It offers 
no bar to residential development and 
is removed from residential areas. 

The inmates, of course, do have the 
opportunity to spend their last years 
observing, although not participating 
in, the many recreational activities of 
the park. How this interferes with 
these activities is more than we can 
discover. But it gives pleasure to the 
inmates and in that we can see no harm. 

The argument that they present a 
danger to themselves and to motorists 
in the park area doesn’t hold water. In 
the first place, no accidents have been 
reported. In the second place, since 
when did park roads become speedways 
for hot-rodders? Thousands ef children 
and persons of other ages frequent 
these roads and by the same reasoning 
are just as great-a danger to motorists. 

Let the almshouse stay where it is. 
If our indigent old people are to be 
dubbed public nuisances and treated as 
such, then our civic conscience. has 
much indeed to answer for.

The murder of U. S. Deputy Marshal 
Sam Vaughn is reminder enough of 
that. 

The National Guard brought to the 
hunt the greater safety there is.in num- 
bers and a know-how based on train- 
ing and experience, To the Guard goes 
the credit for the actual flushing of 
the fugitives from where they crouched 
in a creek bed—dirty, hungry and 
thoroughly craven. 

The “bad man” who admitted shoot- 
ing down an officer doing his duty no 
longer had any taste for gun play. 

The public is deeply indebted to 
each man who helped in the capture. 
The incident makes us more fully ap- 
preciate the risks men take to make 
our homes more secure.

Freedom of Press

The American Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tors, however, responding to the special 
request of Mr. Wechsler, appointed a com- 
mittee which now has ‘reported its con- 
clusions. The majority is noncommittal 
and recommends further study of the con- 
stitutional questions. 

The minority argues that freedom of 
the press is diminished when “a single 
newspaper, however worthy or unworthy, 
is subjected by one senator, however wor- 
thy or unworthy, to inconvenience, ex- 
pense, humiliation, ridicule, abuse, con- 
demnation and reproach, under the aus- 
pices of governmental power.’’ The theory 
offered is that Congress allegedly can’t 
interrogate anyone about anything it can’t 
legislate about. 

The fallacy in this is that Congress can 


constitutionally ‘inquire into anything hy- | 


pothetical on the remote theory that it 
might want to legislate on the subject 
some day, 

Any member of Congress, . moreover, 
who hasn’t a committee forum can stand 
up in the Senate and publicly ask insult- 
ing and impertinent questions every day of 
any editor. 

Here are the laws now in existence 
which might be studied anew, since they 
plainly contravene the First Amendment 
to the Constitution guaranteeing freedom 
of the press: 

1. A law has been upheld by the Su- 
preme Court that penalizes newspapers 
and threatens them with the loss of sec- 
ond-class mail privileges if they do not 
reveal their private and personal affairs— 
namely, the exact amounts of stock, bonds 
or notes held by individual owners or their 
families. 

2. A law that has taken away Second- 
class mail privileges from a newspaper 
which editorially preached against the con- 
duct of the war. The case arose during 
World War I against the editor of a So- 
cialist newspaper in Milwaukee. 

3. A law which has been upheld as con- 
stitutional compels an employer to fire any 
editorial employee who, having joined a 
union, wants to resign from it and yet 
keep his job. An employer also is com- 
pelled to dismiss. any reporter, who after 
30 days of employment doesn’t join the 
unioh, There are 118 or more such union 
contracts in existence today with news- 
papers. °

Use of DeKalb County Equipment 
For Private Work Arouses His Ire 


Decatur—This is belated acknowledge- 
ment of the report by Bert Spencer upon 
use of DeKalb County equipment for church 
purposes in The July 24 Constitution. Repi- 
tition of this practice and disregard for 
state constitutional law surprised DeKalb 
citizens who remember that in the 1951 
grand jury investigation of his activities, 
Commissioner Scott Candler was shown to 
have authorized free work with county 
equipment on private property belonging to 
61 churches and on American Legion, civic 
club, college and hospital property. 


DeKalb citizens remember the commis- 
sioner’s publicized promise in August, 1951, 
that ‘‘no free work will be done by the 
county in theefuture for any charitable, re- 
ligious, quasi-public and semiprivate insti- 
tutions.”” We did not expect him to break 
this promise. 


In view of information contained in 
Spencer’s report, certain questions occur: 


Are funds and equipment used on pri- 
vate property not needed on DeKalb roads 
or other legitimate county projects? If so, 
too much money is being collected and re- 
duction im taxes is in order. If Mr. Candler 
did not know of his equipment being used 
by the McElroy Church, this indicates he 
is unable to keep informed upon work be- 
ing done and suggests the question: Who 
authorized free work on this chureh? 

Is his reported intention to use county 
graders free—for any church or: business 
that provides off-street parking—in ac- 
cordance with his promise of August, 1951, 
and provisions of state constitutional law? 
Is it just for the commissioner to use 
county funds and equipment on private 
grading work in competition with business 
concerns seeking contracts for such work?

Whether Russia Has H-Bomb or Not, 
Our Defenses Must Be Strengthened 


WASHINGTON—On the basis of infor- 
mation released by official government 
sources, there is no reason to take seri- 
ously the statement by Russian Premier 
Malenkov that the So- 
viet Union has mas- #33 
tered production of the 4 
dreaded hydrogen bomb, | 
It is reasonable to sup- & 
pose that if they ac- ¢ 
tually had tested one of 
the bombs, our own = 
intelligence sources 
would know about it 
and the facts duly re- 
ported to the public, as 
in the case of the a 
three earlier atomic expleaiens in ’ Rosie. 

Obviously, the Russians cannot be sure 
of mastering the secret of the hydrogen 
bomb until they have tested one. There 
has been no announcement from our own 
government of any evidence of such an ex- 
plosion in the Soviet Union. And we cer- 
tainly have the facilities for detecting it 
when a bomb of the kind is set off. 

Most commonly accepted view at. the 
moment is that the Russian premier made 
his sensational assertion before the Soviet 
Parliament for propaganda purposes. It 
may have been designed to bolster public 
confidence during the internal struggle for 
power which ‘presumably has been going 
on since the purge of Beria. Also, it was 
probably calculated to hold in line waver- 
ing elements behind the Iron Curtain. 

The last time the Russians made a 
similar official announcement was in No- 
vember, 1947, when Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov disclosed somewhat obliquely that they 
had the secret of the atom bomb. He did 

not claim outright that they had the atom 
bomb under production. He said merely 


that Western monopoly of the atom bomb 


had ceased to exist. But it was nearly two 
years afterwards that Russia, in the late 
summer of 1949, was able to bring about 
its first experimental atomic explosion. 
Whether they have actually succeeded in 


producing the A-bomb in workable form 
and for stockpiling is still debated among 
our leading scientists and people who are 
in position to know all available facts. 


What has caused so much official skep- 


‘ticism is the fact that since 1949 the Rus- 


sians have made only three atomic tests 
that we know about. Again, it is reason- 
able to suppose we would know if they had 
made others. Their last one was in the 
fali of 1951, nearly two years ago. By con- 
trast, we have staged more than 40 tests 
since our atomic developments began. 
- According to experts, test detonations 
are absolutely indispensable to development 
of hydrogen weapons. It is inconceivable 
the Kremlin could have set off a hydrogen 
explosion without it being detected by the 
free world. Unless our government has

Despite recent introduction of ‘‘wonder drugs’’ for effective 


treatment of arthritis and rheumatism, 


doctors have found there is 


still ‘‘much to be desired’”’ for effective treatment of these two 


cripplers, a medical specialist declared Wednesday on a 


forum. 

Wonder drugs, declared Dr. 
Vernon Powell, specialist in in- 
ternal medicine, merely suppress 
the diseases and do not halt them. 


He appeared on the last of eight} 


“You and Your Health’’ forums 
which have been televised over 
WSB-TV through cooperation of 
the Fulton County Medical 
Society. 

Appearing with him were Dr. 


Wednesday. The Atlanta Housing}|Edgar M. Dunstan, specialist in 


internal medicine, Dr. William 
C. Coles, specialist in X-ray, and 
Dr. Harriett Gillette, specialist in 
physical medicine. Dr. Lon 
Grove, surgeon, acted as mod- 
erator. 

“Five years ago. when ACTH 
and cortisone were introduced, 
we thought at long last we had 
at hand an effective treatment for 
arthritis,”” Dr. Powell detlared. 

But intensive study, he added, 
indicated there is ‘‘still much to 
be desired.””’ He said the two 
drugs have been found to be 
“very valuable.”’ And no atomic 
médicines or radioactive isotopes

have yet been discovered which 
are beneficial to arthritic suf- 
ferers, Dr. Coles explained. 
Literally thousands of treat- 
ments have been used over the 
years for arthritis, he said, and 
many of these have been found 
to be of dubious value. But other 


methods, he continued, have been 
developed which have ‘‘stood the 
test of time and helped thou- 
sands of people.’’ 

Dr. Powell said these included 
balancing of exercise in work and 
play, maintaining adequate diet 
and proper nutritior, physical 
therapy and corrective exercises.

TOULON, France, Aug. 12 nw} 
The French Navy Ministry an- 
nounced today that two of its nav- 
al officers had descended nearly 
a mile below the surface of the 
ocean, the lowest point ever 
reached by man under water.

EASY ROUTINE 

Even hip .slimmers:. can be 
suited to hot weather. Breeze 
through this easy routine: 

Position: Lying face down on 
the floor, legs straight down, 
head résting on folded arms. 
Comfortable? 

Movement: Raise right leg in 
air, part way up, tensing mus- 
cles. Hold. The holding does 
the toning. Lower leg and re- 
lax. Raise opposite leg and hold. 
Repeat ten times, alternating 
legs, relaxing between counts. 

Position: Sit on floor,-Jean 
slightly back, bend knees and 
bring weight to bear on hip 
bulge. Have arms out at sides, 
slightly back, with palms on 
floor. 

Movement: Slowly and heav- 
ily roll along one thighline, back 
across hips to other thighline, 
pushing with one hand, bracing 
with the other, Roll 15 counts. 


SURE STREAMLINER 

Finish with this sure stream- 
liner: 

Position: Lying on left side, 
head on folded arms, legs 
straight down. 

Movement: Flex right knee 
briskly toward chest, shoot leg 
straight down, then swing 
rhythmically toward rear. Hold. 
Repeat. .Do this to the count of 
1-2 swing. Swing through ten 
counts, then change sides,. and 
swing again. Relax.
